The Lord Mayor, in opening the proceedings, 
said that it would be presumption, in the pre- 
sence. of such a distinguished company, for 
him to remind the meeting what had been 
done by ihe St. Vincent de Paul Society in 
Dublin for close on seventy-five years.

MOTOR DEVELOPMENT, 
———— 


THE CAR OF THE FUTURE. 


That “ necessity is the mother of invention ”’ 
has never been so cogently illustrated in the 


history of mechanical] science, as in the case of. 


the motor, whose serviceability during the war 
has’ made it adaptable for ia multitude of uses 
never dreamt of in the early years of its evolu- 
tion. In an age of amazing scientific activity, 
when one marvellous invention follows fast on 
its predecessor, it seeme but) of recent date since 
the advent of the motor car, and in that brief 
space how surprisingly it has come to the front! 
But yesterday it was the luxury of only the 
plutocrat and professional man of mark; to-day 
it is regarded as practically indispensable by 
men of business and farmers of comparatively 
limited means. In the immediate future, what 
with keener competition among makers, the de- 
velopment of present designs, and the imtroduc- 
tion of new ideas, a revolution may be expected 
in motor-car production which will make the 
cheap car a familiar and frequently met object! 
oh every city etreet and country highway, 
The phase in the history of the motor car 
which it is safe to forecast that the years im- 
mediately ahead will see developed, may “be de- 
scribed as the “ popularisation of the motor.”” 
As we get further removed from the crash and 
conflict of the war years industrial conditions 
reshape themselves in that direction. 
Already the activity of American menufacturers 
is an index of the new tendency, and it is but 
a matter of a short time until other countries 
become formidable competitors. Already 
America has taught British manufacturers come 
lessons, notably regarding. quantity 
which is the main consideration 
is a question of buying a car at a 
cost, without sacrificing 
strength, comfort, or elegance.

INFORMATION REFUSFD To “ MONGREL 
ASNASSENS.”—Before Mr. Justice Dodd and Mr. 
Justice Gordon, ‘in the Wing's Bonch Division, the 
argumente in the case »f Connors y. Peatsoa were 
concluded. The plaintiff, a boy. named Connors, 
from Tipperary, has, by his father, instituted an 
action against Bdward H, Pearson, Commandant of 
the Reyal Irish Constabulary Depdi, to recover 
damages for his i'legei detention. Conners, who 
is abort twelve yeare of age, was brought up 
io Dublin in February last and detained for about 
two months, on the ground that the police were 
protecting him from the members. of a criminal 
erganisatiin :n that county. Hs detention. followed 
the killing of two puiice constables who were 
guarding a ‘oad of explosive material which was 
being conducted to. a quarry at Sologhead, near 
the Limerick Junclion. It was generally suppoeed 
that ‘he boy had sonic information concerning the 
assassins. The «use now came befcre the Court 
in the shape of an application on behalf of the 
plaintiff for particulare (1) as to the nature, and 
the «datee of the actions of the plaintiff in aid of 
the, administtation of justice, referred to in para- 
raph 4 of the defence; (9) the names and par- 
ticulars of the criminal organisation whose “activi- 
ties. were widespread throughout the country.” 
Mr. Wood, K.C.. and Mr. Bewley ‘(instructed by 
Doyle, and Woode) appeared for 
he in support of the application; Mr 
Serjeant Sullivan, Mr. Wrlic, K.C.. and Mr. I. 
Hioimes (instrueted by the Chief Crown Solicitor, 
appeared for the defendant. Counsel submitied 
that if sume of the particulars asked for were 
not given the plaintiff would be taken by sur- 
prise at the trial, and he described as evasive 
the reply given to the cpplication. As the ex- 
pression “ actions ” was used in the defence, it was 
necessary for the wpiamtil to know what 
those actions were. Mr. Serjeant Sullivan referred 
io the nature of the action and the defence, and 
said that certain decumenis with regard to which 
information was sought on behalf of the plaintiff 
had now been produced. One of the documents 
was to the following effect—“ Anyone giving infor- 
mation about the shooting of peelers will meet the 
same fate ay the peelers.” Another was a procia- 
mation that was posted up in the district of a 
similar description, stating that anyone who was 
convicted of having given information to the police 
would he deemed to have forfeited his life and 
» Would be shot or banged. The special defence 
that was put forward in this case was that the 
piaintiff was in danger of life and limb amongst the 
mongrel savages of the district, and had be to re- 
moved for his own protection. There was real 
danger that if the bey had not been removed from 
the district he would have been murdered, having 
regard to the terms of the proclamation. This 
motion appeared to have been instituted in the 
interests of the assassins who wanted to know what 
the police knew about them. It could not be in 
the interesis of the plaintiff, because the plaintiff 
himself knew everything about facta. Mr. Wood 
asked that the Serjeant should withdraw the 
statement that the motion was iustituted in the in- 
leresis Of the assassins.. Mr. Secrumnt Sullivan said 
that he would not withdraw it, but he meant to 
cast no reflection whatever upon the manner in 
which Mr. Wood had conducted the proceedings.

TRAMWAY PASSENGER'S INJURY

Chief Justice heard an appeal 


brought by the 


Recorder of Dublin in the case against them in 
which Miss Christina Connolly was plaintiff, to re- 
cover damages for personal injuries sustained by 
her by reason of the negligence of the company's 
servant on the 6th of April last. Between 9 and 
10 o'clock on that evening a tramear arrived at 
the Pillar, and was brought to a standatill.

AN AMERICAN'’S ACTION.—A new trial motion 
was partly heard before Mr. Justice Dodd, Mr. Jus 
tice Gorden, and Mr. Juatice Moore, in t King's 
Bench Division, in which William Pedfir. whe 
claims to be an merican citizen, and who had 
carried on business in Dublin as an agent in the 
stationery trade, waa plaintiff, and Licutenant- 
Colonel W. Edgeworth Johnstone, Chief Commis 
sioner of Dublin Metropolitan Police, was defen- 
dant. In the action which was tried before Mr. 
Justice Pim and a common jury of the city of 
Dublin in July last the plaintiff claimed that the 
defendant had detained a sum of £124 in cash and 
& cheque for £4 15/6, the propeny of the plain- 
tiff, and had refused to deliver them . to him 
(hough requested to do so. In defence il Was 
pleaded that the moneys and the cheque were the 
property of au illegal association, and that they 
were in plaintiff's possession for the illegal par- 
pose of such association. It was further pleaded 
that plaintiff? was an alien, and that the moneys 
were detained. by an officer of the Crown by diree- 
tien of the Crown as an act of State for the 
defence of the Realm. The jury at the trial, by 
direction of the judge, found for the defendant. In 
the present motion it was enbmitted that there 
wae evidence in aupport of the plaintiff's claim 
proper to be left to the jury, and that the judge 
was wrong in withdrawing the case from them 
and directing them to find for the defendant. Mr. 
Healy, K.C.. with whom was Mr, J. O'Byrne (in. 
structed hy Mr. BE. J. Dnegan), moved on behalf of 
the plaintiff, and referred to the affidavits, from 
which it appeared that his client had come from 
Philadelphia in 1916 as representative of the Irish 
Industrial Co., and that he was also engaged in the 
wholesale etationery busines# As an agent in Dublin. 
lie had taken part in the rebellion, and was arrested 
and deported. He instructed his solicitar to write 
to. the Chief Commissioner of Police for the money 
which was detained, but he had not got any of it 
back. Counsel submitted, on the alien qnestion, 
that the plaintiff was a friendly alien, and within 
the King’s protection. and stood in the position of 
a British citizen. Mr. Healy had not concluded

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COAL SHORTAGE IN FRANCE. 


A telegram from Paris, dated Tuesday, 
states:—M. Loucheveur, Minister of Industrial 
Reconstruction, in an interview published in the 
Petit Parisien; on the coal shortage says :— 
“I attribute the world-wide shortage of coal 
to the great reduction in output, to whiph I 
have been claiming attention for two days 
past. Great Britain, which supplied us at the 
beginning of the year with 1,600,000 tons of 
coal a month could only supply us with 800,000 
tons. The British railway strike also had its 
adverse effects. The total present coal out- 
put in France represents 42 per cent. of the 
pre-war production.” As regards the German 
coal, M. Loucheveur pointed out that Ger- 
many had supplied none to France before 
the enforcement of the Peace Treaty. “We 
concluded an agreement,” he said, “for a 
supply of coal, whieh came into force in Octo- 
ber. Germany has already delivered to us 
600,000 tons of coal. The transport arrange- 
ments are ready, and this figure will be ex- 
ceeded this month. A number of our ships are 
now lying in British ports awaiting coal which 
is ineufficient in quantity. As soon as the execu- 
tion of the Peace Treaty gets into proper work- 
ine order the situation will improve.”

In the House of Commons yesterday, the 
Aliens Restriction Bill was further considered 
on report, the discussion being resumed on an 
amendment moved by Colonel Wedgwood to 
leave out Clause 8, which deals with the de-

Colone! Walter Guinness protested’ against 
“ hole and corner ” meetings between the Go- 
vernment and a section of members, and said 
that the Government should take off the official 
Whips on this question. It was time we got 
away from election clap-trap about aliens. The 
clause was unfair. It was mere eye-wash for 
electioneering purposes. (Cheers:) He warned 
the Houge of the dangers of reaction from our 
pré-war neglige ec. 

Sir Ernest Wild said that strangers coming 
to this country would be surprised to find, within 
a year of the armistice, so much invertebrate 
sentimeniahiy with regard to our enemies. 

Captain Wedgwood-Benn said that the clause 


had been wholly opposed by soidiers, and wholly 


supported by attorneys in the Houee. 

Mr. Bonar Law denied that under the clause 
it was proposed to send all Germans away. With 
rervard to the withdrawal of the Government 
amendment to omit the clause, it was the com- 
mon practice for a Government to change its 
amendments as a bill passed through the House. 
There was a wide discretion left under the 
clause to deal with cases of hardship, and 
every enemy alien who came within the various

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PASSENGER'S NARRATIVE. | 
The Berlin Correspondent of The Times, in a 
from the Zeppelin “ Bodensee” arrived here 
safely to-nigh after a terrible experience. Of 
the five passengers aboard one was an English 
woman, Mrs. Towet, wife of the Berlin Corres- 
pondent of the Daily Mail, and one was an 
American. Mrs. Tower gave me the following ac- 
count of the accident:—‘ Our journey had 
been very trying before the accident. We left 
Friedrichshafen with a full complement of 
P gers—inde pas bode gradios goin aphoee 
fewer we cou ve carried more 
teak GA would have enabled the 
‘* Bodensee”” to return to Friedrichshafen after 
the accident, which, unfortunately, we were 
unable to do, When the ‘‘ Bodensee’ c 
down on the landing ground at Staaken, 
thirteen miles from Berlin. We realised that 
something serious had occurred. What had 
happened was that the motors were disabled. 
Everyone aboard was greatly alarmed, ogy “sí 
no panic occurred. After repeated bumping t 
airship suddenly rose. There was a moment of 
extreme peril, as we only just cleared the shed. 
Had we fouled it the “ Bodensée” would have 
been lost. We rose steadily to what seemed 
an immense height. We were in darkness, and 
snow was falliig. It was terribly cold, as all 
the windows had been smashed. The cap- 
tain, who behaved splendidly through- 
out, came to the passengers and ex- 
plained that the motors had been damaged. 


Ho told us to keep up our courage, and de- 


clared that if everyone kept quiet he would save 


the ship. In two hours’ time, by the extra-. 


ordinary courage of the mechanics, the motors 
were repaired. We had so little petrol that 
only one motor could be used at 4 time. 

captain compass was damaged by the shock, 
but after we had drifted for hours he brought 
the ship over Stasken djgeain, intending to keep 
her there till he could land her safely at dawn. 
At midnigt, however, realising that this was 
impracticable, he decided to drift to a fir wood, 
where he thought it safe to come down. In three 
hours’ time, during which he was able to use the 
mótors, he foand in the darkness a landing place. 
We were then told that if no panic occurred, 
and if everyone odeyed orders, the ship would 
come down safely. We descended very slowly, 


| the captain allowing some of the gas to cscape. 


Finallly, between three and four in the morn- 
ing, in complete darkness, we descended on the 
tops of fir trees, which were densely covered 
with snow. These were, fortemately, dwarf 
trees. The ship cushioned on to them, and we 
landed safely. Everyone uttered a prayer of 
thanksgiving that the ship was secured. In the 
early dawn, huddled in haycart#, we were re- 
moved by rescuers through deep snow to a little 
village, where we got food and warmth.

THE CORNER OF NASSAU STREET. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—In connection with this much-needed im- 
provement a great deal has been said which is 
unfair to the late Provost of Trinity, and I wish 
to trespéss on your space for the purpose of 
doing him justice. 

The late Provost, in the year 1911, not only 
agreed, but induced the then Provost, Dr, Trail, 
to allow the corner to be widened from the 
southern gate to the western cormer of Trinity 
stables, and the late Provost's conditions were 
that the Corporation sho preserve in every 
detail the Trinity scheme of architecture. This 
was quite reasonable, but, in addition, he in- 
sisted on the protection of a cédur tree from 
Mount Lebanon. He.insiated that this was to 
be protected by the formation of a small 
‘* oasis,”’ as he called it, whether in the street 
or in the footway, as it was of great historic 
value to Trinity. He also insisted that the car- 
men should not be moved off Nasssu etreet. He 
pointed out emphatically that, if the Corpora- 
tion were so very keen on widening the corner; 
they ghould never have allowed the bank to be 


built opposite the Provost's House, but should 


have given a wide eweep round into College 
Green, thereby giving a good view of what he 
termed ' one of the most beautiful buildings in 
Europe '’~-meaning the old Parliament House, 
now the Bank of Ireland. 

Few will find fault with his views on this 
matter. The Corporation engineers considered 
it impossible to protect the cedar tree and at 
the same time give to the public fall. value for 
the expense of £2,000, which it was considered 
the improvement would then cost The only 
difference between Trinity then and now is 
that apparently the question of the cedar tree 
has disappeared.

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IMPROVEMENT OVE TO THE WAR. 


During the month of July the National Bo 
giety for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children 
investigated 5.146 vomplaints of neglect and 
eruelty in England, V. ales, and Ireland, writes 
The Times. Out of 3,069 cases completed, 2,989 
were found to be true, and they affected the 
welfare of 8.015 chiidren and involved 5,896 
offenders. Warnings were issued in 2,701 cases, 
and 76 prosecutions, resulting in 75. convictions, 
were undertaken. 

The experience of the Society is that since the 
Armistice there has been a slight increase in 
the number of complaints submitted for inves- 
tigation, but that the position still shows a 
marked improvement over that. obtaining be- 
fore the war. During July, 1914, 5,244 com- 
plaints were received, 4,906 cases were com- 
pleted, and 197 prosecutions were institated, In 
July last year the Boviety dealt with 3,053 com. 
plaints, completed 3,012 eases, and? undertook &7 
prosecutions, i 

A close study of social eondifíona during the 
war period showed that apert from the steady 
diminution of cases reported to inspectors, the 
standard of living and of treatment had been 
raised. This was due in a great measure to the 
possession of more money by parents, the re- 
ceipt of money regularly, and in amounts known 
a and the decrease in facilities for 


obtaining intoxicating liquor. As more drink is 
now available, and publichouses are open for a 
longer peribd in the day, the increase in the 
complaints arising out of intemperance ~— 
have been larger than is indicated by 
figures for last month.
